‘We havo often drawn attention to the de- 
fects of the gambling laws of, this Colony 
and pointed ont ‘how tha Police were able to 
deal only with..the lowest class of houses 
where coolies gathered and were powor- 
Tessin reapect to the houses where the 
richer class of Chiness assembled ‘to gam- 
ble, Tho grest injury that those gamblidg 
houses do to the peace and prosperity of tlie 
Colony is not, as & rule, vividly realised by 
European residents. The feeling prevails 
among not a few that the Chineso only do 
harm: to themselves, and one no’ unfre- 
quently hears the romarks—‘ Let’ them 
gamble, if they are such fools as to throw 
their money away in that fashion; as long 
ag they romain quict, they do ne ono any 
harm but themaelves.? This ig a great 
mistake. Gambling brings ruin, not only 
on the gamblera but on all connected with 
them. Firms foil, niorchants | decamp, 
‘boys’ rob their masters, women pawn 
everything they have and sometimes eell 
their own bodiea as a conaequance of the 
gratification of this passion, Hongkong is’ 
not alone in the sad experience of the evils 
wrought by this master passion of the Asia- 
tica. In Singapore, Penang, the Dutch 
Colonies, Cochin China and Tonkin the 
samo story ia told. . The French au- 
thorities in Tonkin thought: at first 
they might tolerate gambling, might even 
obtain a revenue from it; but they had 
to drup their concession as a man“ would a 
burning coal, The small revenue derived 
could in no way compensate for the rnin 
which the gambling tables were spreading 
throughout the Colony. “So has the ex-

The gambling conducted in the lower- 
class of houses to which the coolies resort is 
not 60 safe as that carried on in the Clubs.

There is 
about aa much nocd, however, for improve- 
ment in tho way of dealing with this ovil 
as there is in dosling with tho other. The 
games played in those Jow housos are gene- 
rally fan-tan aud po-taz and ‘a great deal of 
cheating goes on, the puor coolie being 
quickly robbed of his small savings. A good 
way to deal with theso houses would be 
to increase the maximum fine for keepers 
and managérs to $500, the alternhtive of 
non-payment. being made corréspondingly 
severe. After the second or third convic- 
tion theso managers ought to be banished 
from the Colony.

; which this form. of anhealthy oxcitement 
; has spread is duo in’ a great mensure to the 
foolish action of certain responsible persons 
who a fow-yoara ago diroctod that the -ogents 
for selling tickota wero to bo. proceeded 
against by aummons, instead of, as before, 
by warrants, It is true that this foolish 
order has by force of noceasity become to a 
certain extent a dead letter, but it has 
nevertheless operated largely in - pre- 
venting ‘convictions being obtained. To 
get ovor the difficulty in a certain mea- 
sure the somi-illogal practice wos adopt 
ed by the Police of ‘serving tho -sum- 
monees themselves instead of allowing 
this: work to be done by an officer of the 
Police Court. The Inspector or Sorgeant 
who obtains the summions uanally goes: to 
the place about fam, when the gambling 
agent is busy, seatches the room, seizes 
tickets and money and ‘compels the agent 
to go with him to the Police Court,:in fact 
does with a aummions almost all that-cdo 
hodono by a qworrant. During al} these years 
magistrates, somo of thom barristers-at-law, 
have convicted prisoners and confiscated 
monoy found in this way. Wo trust that 
the now law on gambling which is impora~ 
tively demanded will put an ond to this 
medley. Theseagents ought cortainly to bo 
proceeded aguinat by warrant, as there is 
no other way of gatting a conviction brought 
homo. -To serve a- summons is-simply to 
give them time to .run away or: at 
least to provent all traces of gambling boing 
found. The summonass obtained by. the 
Police and served in thé semi-illegal way 
we describe were generally made out against 
‘a certain man to. be pointed out.’ : This 
stylo of aummone has not been altogether 
peculiar to gambling cases ; but ramour haa 
itthat the Governor does not approva of 
the practice and recently ordered 9 man to 
ve roleased from prison beoanae ho was 
convicted on & summons directed against 
‘a man to bo pointed ont,’ and snubbed .

_We have pointed out at some lougth 
the utter inadequacy of the law as it 
at presont exists to cope with the 
ever-increasing avil of gambling, and wa 
have indicated certain lines. on which 
improvements might be introduced, Tt 
only remains for us to urge anew on the 
Government the importance of this anbject 
and the necessity of speedy action being 
taken to cheek the vila caused by this 
great vice of the Chinese, :

A ‘OORNER’ IN SALT. 
LAl CHEOK AWD OTHERS p. WOO YIN MING 
AND OTHERS. 

The hearing of this caso was resumed to- 
day, Tho Attorney Genoral (Hun. E. L. 
O'Malley) instructed by Mr Dennys, ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs; and Dc Francie, 
Q.0., instructed by Mr Webber, for the 
dofendants. 

Lai Chik Kun—I am the recond defend- 
ant in this case, Tam o clunsman of the 
frat witness, but no relative. T belong to 
the Nam Chyng Fai. fn December Jost J 
did eome business with Lai Cheok. It was 
a salt business, The partnera wera Lai 
Cheok, Ng Chun Sun, (capitalists), Mr 
Fraser-Smith, Woo Yin Hing, Lui Hon Po, 
and myself, We wera combined together 
in this matter. This was arranged on the 
29rd or 24th Decomber last. First we con- 
ajlted about gait, Lai Cheok and Ng Chun 
Sun were to provide the capital, and Mr 
Fraser Smith and we were tw work for the 
business without wages. The capitalists 
were to have six-tenths of the profits, Mr 
Frager Smith and we were toget four-tenthy 
bstween us. [went upto Canton on tho 
24th January with Mr Prager Smith and 
Lui Bon Po. Wo saw Mr Pitman there 
and made sume arrangements with the Salt 
Commissivner, We bought some salt after- 
wards in Hongkong. Lai. Cheok purchased 
and we purchased. Lai Cheok anid to me 
‘You yo and purchase and I will go and 
purchase,” He said afterwards his side had 
had bought 80,090 pjeula at a dollar for 
four picula ond forty catties, J made 
no entry of the 30, piculs trauaac- 
tion myself.” Thera was n0 stamp for the 
Yi On Wo that [know of. Jt wag intended 
to have a phop, hat I don't know fit was 
made. When tha 30,000 picnls were pur- 
chased the salt was taken to the godown. I 
agreed with the Ye Cheong that thé 
money would be paid in’ full when 
the transaction was gomploted. ° I wax 
acting. pp Rehalf of the Jot dt us. 
The storage paper produced ‘ia ‘ot one I 
nada with refsrance to this transaction. I 
did not hand that paper aver to Lai Chook, 
Thad nothing to do- with that paper.

of December and Janunry 1887-88. ‘Tho 
case for the plaintiffs admitiod to a certain 
extont a portion of tho facts which had 
been deposed to by tho witnesses. There 
was no question about it that there was 
betwaen these parties and othera—that was 
to say, between some of the parties and 
othora, between Lai Cheok on the one hand 
and Lai Chik Kun and Chu Sing and 
pussibly also Woo Yin Hing on the other— 
an intention to profit by aauggestion which 
originated with one of thom, in all pro- 
bability in the brain of Mr Chu Hing; 
there was an intention on tho part of 
these persons or some of them to enter 
upon an enterprise or speculation to 
Leorner_salt.in_tha_Colony..and make 6 
profit. It was proposed ny one of them, 
he would suggest' by Lai-Chik Kun, 
that some European gentleman of standing 
and reputation should be eagaged to assist 
than in corrupting the Commissioner of 
Chinese Customs, That appeared to have 
been what was originally s contemplated, 
Mr Fraser Smith's name svemed tohave been 
mentioned by them amengst themselves in 
thatcunnection, and ashe (Mr Fraser Smith) 
very frankly and clearly tuld the Court in 
evidence ha said to them that the idea waa 
not a wigs one or one.with which he would 
have anything to do. Mr Fraser Smith pro- 
posed therefore to exercisa what ho (the 
Attorney Genoral) supposed might be re- 
parded as s more legitimate form of in- 
fluence to bring pressure tu beat on the 
Chinese, Salt Ournmissioner -in.

Some daya after that 
I paid tho balance of tho ‘purchase money, 
and the receipt I got for the bargain money 
waa given as if it were part of the purchase 
money. The balance was paid by the hand 
of one of my fokis, to whom I had handed 
it along with the monay, a3 I had to go to 
the country, Before I went away I got no 
document in connection with the storage of 
the salt. I left the matter with Leung Sui, 
my foki. 


By Mr Francis—i have been in Hong- 
kong 20 odd yoars and have béen « bankor 
all that time. I have no other business. 
Tam the manager of the bank. I have a 
sixth share in it. Tam not a paid partnor. 
I first used the name of Yi On Wo on tho 
dey of the -purchase of salt. I have not 
used it im any trananction since. JT have 
got a. small book in connection with the Yi 
Un Wo in which this transaction-is entored. 
The first dinner at the Hung Fa Lau was 
on 23rd December. Before the dinner [ 
had not been. to see. Mr Fraser Smith at 
his office. I never sow him till the dinner. 
After the dinner I went to see him several

I 
knew he went obout miy salt business. I 
did not ngres to pay his expenses, I never 
heard about it. Mr Fraser Smith's ex- 
penses did not concern me. Ho waa to get 
a bonus of two-tenths and the Commissioner 
two-tenths. Lai Chik Kun and Lui Hon 
Po woero' to got one-tenth between thom, 
We wera to got the other five-taenths. Tho 
name of the pattuership Li On Wo was 
nieutioned at ie dinner, Ab the dinner it 
waa not proposed to gat the Salt Commis- 
sioner to send out ganboats and stop the 
smugglera It was the Commissioner uf 
Customs who was mentioned. “We were to 
got him to give tw» launches to keep guard, 
two at tho front of the island and two ut the 
back. I theaght he bad authority to do 
ao. I don’t know that the Commissioner of 
Oustoms bas nothing to do with salt. What 
Thave atated is what Lai Chik Kun inter- 
preted to ma. Hon Po did not interpret 
to me that it would be better to see the 
Salt Commissioner. Lai Chik Kun and Lui 
Hon Po took me tosve Mr Fraser Smith 
towards the end of dJanaary, and it wasthen 
proposed to apply to the Salt Commissioner, 
Lui Hon Po interpreted to mo: that the 
Commissioner uf Customs bad no authority 
todo it, I said that in that caso I would 
not do it| Mr Fraser Smith waa interprated 
to say ‘No fear. I have thought of a plan,’ 
A fow daya afterwards hs tald me what the 
plan was. Jt was that the Qaptain of the 
Chen Teng steam-launch had authority and 
te should bo opplicd to ut Canton.
